Washington, May 24.—Taking 
up 


the naval appropriation bill immedi- 
ately after meeting Monday, the sen- 
ate continued' the consideration for 
one battleship instead of two, as pro- 
vided for .by'the'house. 
The advo- 


cates 'of the aaiendment generally' 
conceded that the amendment would 
he lost. 


Senator Perkins, chairman of the 


committee on naval affairs by which 
the hill was reported, advocated two 
ships as in tho Interest of an adequate 
navy. He said that when the Panama 
canal was completed all the vessels 
of the navy would be available on 
either coast. He controverted the con- 


tention of Senators Hale and Clay 
that the proposed ships would cost 
516,000,000 each, saying that the high- 
est official estimate he had been able 
to discover was less than $12,000,000. 


Agreeing with Mr. Perkins that the 


ships^ wduld not cost so much as Mr. 
Hale had estimated, Senator_Lodge 
admitted that the ' cost 
would 
be 


heavy. 
Still, he contended that the 


proposed increase of the navy should 
be made, because of the necessity 
for the maintenance cf a navy suffi- 
cient to protect American interests. 
He said a strong navy was necessary 
for the prevention of trouble.' 'The

weighing frauds on the flocks it was 
developed that President Taft granted 
him an unconditional pardon on May 
19 last. 
Spitzer went back 
to the 


years 1894 and 1895, when he said 
that an Investigation he made de- 
veloped the fact that the 
checkers 


were affecting the weights on raw 
sugar by placing .small bags of lead 
on the beams of the scales, causing 
the recorded weights to drop below 
the actual, often as much as forty 
pounds on each draft.. In addition to 
the bags of lead placed on the beams 
to affect the weights, Spitzer said it 
was also the practise to stuff paper 
under the floors of the scales for the- 
same purpose. 
He added that when 


Deputy Surveyor of Customs Vail took 
office these devices were abandoned 
and the use of the steel corset spring 
instead was begun and continued. 


Spltzer's testimony regarding the 


weight lessening device of the news- 
paper underneath the scale was an ab- 
solutely new development, and the 
jury as well as Heike. listened to his 
testimony with tense interest.

He cited the revenue 
cutter service as an. example of wise 
preventative measures analogous to 
the naval expenditure. The amount of 
smuggled goods actually seized, he 
said, would go 'a very short distance 
toward meeting the "cost of the ser- 
vice, but the amount of smuggling 
prevented b'y this, sea -police is sc 
great that it cannot be'estimated. 


"We are not\^nterlng Into compe- 


tition with Great Britain or any other 
power," said Lodge. "We are merely 
maintaining a navy adequate for our 
own defense. I concede that we have 
nearly reached the point of adequacy. 
The abolition of our navy would mean 
war within a very short time. The 
peace of the country Is more depend- 
ent upon a strong navy than any other 
one thing." 


Senator Lodge said he agreed with 


Theodore Roosevelt as to the desira- 
bility of disarmament, but for one 
nation to offer Itself up as a solitary 
sacrifice.would do no good at all. We 
will be in a better position to work 
for world disarmament.with a strong 
navy. 
China, without a navy, has 


foreign countries In control of her 
ports, foreign courts sitting upon her 
soil.

he has held the portfolio of the navy 
department. He has brought about a 
saving of money in many directions it 
is said. Many of the changes inaug- 
urated are the result, direct or indi- 
rect, of, suggestions offered- at his re- 
quest by officers In all parts of the 
naval service.

Meyer's 


plans include systematic overhauling 
of the vessels at the navy yards after 
each cruise, thus permitting the con- 
tinuous employment of 
expert 
ma- 


chinists, many of 
whom formerly 


-were dismissed after a piece of work 
was done. A saving of'thousands of 
dollars in repair work has also been 
effected by having repair shops on. 
shipboard." 


Secretary Meyer indeed is proving 


a man that does things, and, if he on- 
ly accomplishes the 
furnishing of 


continuous -work for the navy yard 
employes he; will have made a mark 
for himself. How could he better ac- 
complish this than by having aiship 
always under 
construction 
at 
the 


principal yards? 


Some day the navy department will 


discover'that all navy yard work is 
done at less cost than at 
private 


yards, because It Is done better and 
for all time. 


Government Battleships 


A comparison of the cost of repairs 


to the Connecticut, a navy-yard built

ship, covering four years, shows

difference of 33 per cent less in favor 
of the government built ship.1

capable of turning out work of the 
same high quality as that of our pri- 
vate yards?" asks the Scientific Am- 
erican, which knows a little some- 
thing about 
construction and

principles governing labor. 


As to the question of the relative 


quality of the work done, there is no 
:urer test of this than the amount of 
repairs which have been made upon 
each vessel in the, four 
years 
that 


they have been in commission. For 
the four years the Louisiana cost, the 
government $149,107.00 and the Con- 
necticut only $111,833.53. 


But more important than any com- 


parison of cost in repairs, acording 
to this leading journal of scientific 
mechanics, is the permanent organi- 
zation of navy yard 
workmen.
